Lessee  to  form  pooled  units  as  hereinafter  provided. 

For  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10),  the  benefits  to  be 
derived,  and  other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  and  legal  sufficiency  of 
which  are  hereby  acknowledged,  Lessor  and  Lessee  hereby  delete  existing  Paragraph  17 
from  the  Lease,  thus  allowing  pooling  or  unitization  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  Paragraph  4 
of  the  Lease,  and  do  further  hereby  modify  existing  Paragraph  4  of  the  Lease  to  allow 
Lessee,  in  the  circumstance  of  drilling  a  horizontal  well  or  wells  on  a  unit  that  includes 
the  Lands,  to  create,  establish,  enlarge,  or  modify  such  units  to  contain  the  maximum 
amount  of  acreage  that  may  be  assigned  to  a  horizontal  drainhole  well  for  proration, 
allowable,  and  spacing  purposes  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Texas,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  Rule  3.86(d)(1)  of  the 
Rules  of  the  Texas  Railroad  Commission  16  Tex.
